Sudden Death 
Of Capt. Rudlin 



Commander of Str. Princess 
Victoria Died of Heart Fail- 
ure At Vancouver. 



Remains Were Brought to Vic 
torla Yesterday For Inter- 
ment Here. 



Notable Career of the Dead 
Navigator Who Followed 
the Sea From Youth. 



©opt. George Rudlin, the woll-Jciiowti 
commander of tho now lluer Princess 
Victoria, died suddenly at Vaucouver at 
10:10 a. m. yesterday. He left tho 
liner, us was his custom, to, take- a 
stroll along the Vancouver streets, be 
ing seemingly in goOu .nsalth, and got no 
furflier than the top of the incline lead- 
iug from the 0. P. R.'tJ wharf to Water 
street. He was quite cheerful at break- 
fast on board the liner, nud to his 
officers and others who were in conversa- 
tion with him at that time lie seemed 
to be in his usual good health. About 
10:35 he called one of the olllcers Of 
the steward's department and asked him 
regarding arrangements made for an 
earlier despatch of the Vancouver edi- 
tion of the Colonist sent daily on board 
tho steamer, Then he left the vessel. 
Alter reaching the top of the hill he was 
nulling and seemed more or. less ex- 
hausted as a result of the exertion. 
Peeling weak lie wont into the Grand 
dlotel, which is on 'Water street, at the 
top of the incline, and asked for a 
drink of water. While the water was 
being procured lie fell, (lead, from the 
chair on which lie had seatetl hlmse.f. 
Heath was very sudden. Telephone mes- 
sages were sent to the C. P. It. officials 
and to medical men. 'Dr. MeGuigan, 
the coroner, soon arrived and found that 
the veteran mariner had died as a re- 
sult of senile heart failure 

Superintendent Mar<polo of the C. P. 
ill. took the sad news to the Princess 
iVictoria and to say the total comple- 
ment of officers nnd men were shocked 
is to state it mildly. There was gloom 
throughout the liner. The sad news 
traveled quickly and one after another 
the vessels lying at Vancouver followed 
the lead of the Princess Victoria and 
lowered their flags. Everywhere the 
news of the veteran commander's death 
was heard with tho keenest sorrow, for 
Captain 'Rudlin was universally popu- 
lar. The telegraph wires carried the sad 
intelligence to Victoria and Victorians 
were shocked to hear of the sudden 
death uf the popular navigator who was 
so widely known. The steamers of the 
iO. P. R. which were in port half- 
masted their Hags-, mid the steamer Clal- 
lam on her arrival from the Bound fol- 
lowed the example of the' other craft in 
lowering her colors. At tho local offi- 
ces- of the C. P. It. the. news was ro- 
eerv'ed with intense sorrow, , 

iWheu the liner arrived. from Vancou- 
ver last night, later tlia'u usual on ac- 
count of having to wait for a late trail), 
she brought the remains of her late com- 
mander lying on the main deck, with the 
Hag of ' his country which had Uown 
from the jackstaff of many steamers on 
which he had trod the bridge covering 
all that was mortal of the dead 'com- 
mander. 'Several wreaths sent by Van- 
couver friends were placed on the cof- 
fin. On arrival iu port Capt. J. \V. 
Troup, superintendent of the C. P. It. S. 
'Is. Company, and some of the fellow of- 
Itieers of tho dead navigator, and mem- 
bers of Columbia Hodge, I. O. O. P., of 
which the captain was a member, went 
on board the liner nnd with heads bared 
lifted the llag-drape-d colllu ami slow- 
ly and sorrowfully bore it to .the 
waitiug hearse, which removed the re- 
mains to Hanua's undertaking parlors, 
from where the funeral will take place 
at 2 p.m. on Saturday, and' at 2:30 p.m. 
from Christ Church Cathedral, where 
the funeral services will be conducted. 
This morning Capt. J. AV. Troup took 
the liner to Vancouver. 

Capt. George Huulin was 07 years of 
age, having been born iu Essex, 
England, in 183C, and since he was 
twelve years of age, when lie left home 
to join the crew of a Colchester fishing 
smack, in which he cruised for three 
years to the North Sea banks., he has 
followed the sea. But a few days ago 
on Tuesday, when going over his career 
to a friend on hoard the Princess Vic- 
toria, he told of his rough life on the 
fishing banks and how it hardened him 
for his seafaring career. Like many 
another sailor, though, he hankered after 
a farm and he went fanning for a brief 
period. But the sen called him back— 
and as the sailor will tell one, when 
the sea calls man goes back to it. 

The boy, UuiU'in, atter three seasons 
of following the tish in the North iSen, 
went to Newcastle and shipped as boy 
and then ordinary seaman, mi colliers 
out of Newcastle, and subsequently he 
completed his apprenticeship in steam 
on a vessel called the Victoria. A6 a 
sailor of the Victoria, then a transport, 
lie was close to where the British and 
French were lighting tho Russians in 
the Crimea. Although he was not 
present at the battle of Inkerman, he 
was lying in Balaklava harbor on the 
day on which that memorable engage- 
ment occurred. He was n member of 
the crow of the troopship Victoria, which 
transported the Nineteenth Regiment 
from the Tower of Loudon to Scutari, 
opposite Constantinople. While lying nt 
Balaklava the Victoria was disabled by 
the loss of her rudder during a heavy 
blow, but after repairing she returned 
to England, where Capt. Rudlin was 
paid off at the port of Southampton. 

Returning to London, he went into 
sailing vessels, and shipped on the brig 
Loudon for Valparaiso. He left the brig 
nt the South American port and join- 



ed tho ship Red Gauntlet, in -which he 
arrived at San Francisco in 185(1. 

Then a young man. or twenty, he went 
to the 'Sacramento river and for a year 
worked on one of the schooners trading 
there. A year later he shipped on the 
bark Ella Prancis, which was carrying 
coal from Whatcom. His next ship was 
the Sarah Warwn, nud ho only made 
one <trip on her, leaving the vessel- at | 
San 'Francisco, ■ and lie went to Hum- 
boldt iBay oh the brig George Emery. 

Capt, Rudljn was at Humboldt Bay 
when he heard of the rich discoveries of 
gold on the Frnser river, and the young 
man was fired with' the ' fever which 
included., so many, to rush overland to I 
the diggings on the British, Columbia 
river. Ho left the i brig at Humboldt 
Bay and started overland for the Eraser j 
river mines. On his way, though, he 
fell in with Colonel .Toe Hooker, who I 
was building the United States military j 
wagon road from Oregon to California, j 
and lie secured work on this road and ' 
abandoned his idea of seeking gold in 
the Eraser river for the lime. i 

The late captain.; did not, however, 
abandon the idea of coming to Br tsh 
Columbia, and after working four 
months on the roud; . lie wintered at 
Myrtle Creek, and next spring saw him 
a passenger on the steamship Colmnh a 
from 'the mouth of Uinpqua river for 
Bsquimalt.- He found employment In 
the neighborhood of Victoria until the 
spring of 18fi0. when he went oxer to 
Discovery Island to settle on the KX) 
acres provided by the government. 

Like many a sailor, .the mariner 
thought he would settle on the land, 
but the sea called him ngiin. and he 
bought the schooner Circus and compro- 
mised wdth the sea by voyaging to V c- 
torla with cordwood aud farming inter- 
mittently on his ranch. For two years

prospered. Then he built the schooner 
Discovery and engaged in the tod ai.d 
lumber traffic, trading between Vancou- 
ver Island and United States ports. 

One of the first c.irgocs cnrrietl by 
tho late Capta.iu Itudlii: in his schooner 
Discovery, was a full cargo ot ijinber 
from the Port Madison mills for W. P. 
Sayward of this city, and was used to 
build the First Presbyterian chinch oil 
Pandora street. After being for five 
years in the Disovtry. Capt. Kud i.i 
lefit her to sail the schooner Black Dia- 
mond, on which he sailed for three 
years, and he then took charge of the 
steamer Emma, which he used to t >w 
the Black Diamond. 

His next command was the Grapp.cr,, 
a British g-inboat, which hail been con- 
demned and sold by the naval until ri- 
ties. This vessel was purchase 1 by 
Viotorians aud placed in good condition 
for the British Columbia <•( ast service. 
The G nippier was bought by Mr. tBr< d- 
erick for $0,000 and began her merchant 
service in 1874, Captain William Moore, 
the founder of Skngway, being In r first 
commander. The Grappler was then all 
old vessel, but when launched in 1S74 
she -was in better condition and more 
powerful than when she left England 
twenty-seven years before to take part 
iu the Crimean war. 

Capt. Rudlin, when he took co.inuiaiid 
of the Grappler, with others, formed 
the [British Columbia Towing and Trans- 
portation Company, nnd acquired the old 
steamer Beaver, the first steam vessel 
to voyage out from England to this 
Coast.' He did not remain long in 
command of the Grappler, Which was 
given over to the lute Capt. .lagers, who 
remained with the vessel until she C'me 
to such a disastrous end in 18S3, when 
she tool; fire in the vic'nity of Valdcs 
Island, and a number of lives were lost. 

Capt. Rudlin was in command of the 
old Beuver for three years, and then 
went to' the .steam tug Alexander, a big 
towboat with side wheels and two 
smokestacks, which was built at great 
expense at Port Essington, B. C. After 
leaving the old Alexander, Capt. Rudlin 
went into the employ of Joseph Spra:t, 
of this city, and remained in that em- , 
ploy until the Canadian Pacific Naviga- 
tion Company took over the steamers of 
Mr. Spratt. He handled the steamers 
Wilson G. Hunt nnd Cariboo Fly while .

upon his independence and upon his 
sacrifice of his own private interests iu 
accordance with principles sufficiently 
high to prevent him taking part in a 
struggle against the men at the behest 
of his employer. Included in the audi- 
piire were Mr. Parker Williams, tho 
Socialist candidate, and one solitary sup- 
porter. The Liberals were conspicuous 
by their absence, failing, therefore, to 
take advantage of the courteous invita- 
tion from the chairman to any 'Liberal 
present to reply on behalf of the party 
ami its candidate.

constituency. His support would be giv- 
en to the 'McBrido government just so 
long, nnd only so long, as that govern- 
ment was worthy the confidence he at 
present reposed in it. Mr. Bryden was 
loudly applauded when he resumed his 
seat. 

'Mr. A. Hnslam, former member for 
Vancouver Island in the Commons, gave 
a capital talk on the benefits which

said, by the degradation of tho people 
of 'this continent without any appreci- 
able elevation - of those of China and 
other thickly populated countries of a 
lower civilization. 

(Mr. Parker Williams, the Socialist 
candidate, made a short speech, in which 
he traversed unconvincingly the posi- 
tions laid down by previous speakers, 
and concluded by assuring his hearers 
that six Socialists would bo returned to 
the next House, nnd that these '. six 
would take care that there was good 
government. 

Aid. A. E. Plnnta, secretary of the 
.Nnnaimo Conservative Association,, de- 
livered a most effective address, disclos- 
ing a faculty for -keen logic which .has 
hitherto been hidden in the semi-privacy, 
of the council chamber. He caused 
hearty laughter by regretting that Mr. 
Parker Williams, a brother Welshman, 
had gone so- far wrong, and demonstrat- 
ed that not through Socialism, but 
through honest Conservatism, were the 
interests of the workers to be best serv- 
ed. Ho was confident that four years 
hence so true would this have been 
found that by that time the 'Socialists, 
as a party, would have disappeared, the 
men who now formed that body having 
become Coaservntives from the convic- 
tion that the Conservative party was 
doing all that could b& done for them. 

Mr. A. C. Thompson, in a clever com- 
parison of Liberal promises and Liberal 
performances, showed Unit the genesis 
of the Socialist lay in the breaking of 
Liberal pledges. He then traversed the 
history of the Liberal government, and 
displayed a close knowledge of his sub- 
ject. His address left many of bis hear- 
ers much better informed as to the facts 
of the Liberal record and armed with 
data with which to meet opponents. 

Tho meeting was concluded with 
cheers for the Liberal candidate. 

Meanwhile down at Ladysmith a hand- 
ful of Liberals, looking almost lost in 
the vast emptiness of Gould's hall, were 
attempting to hold "an enthusiastic 
meeting."

ments. Tor public works !>J7«,'2J0 had 
been spent. Tor .public schools $100,-

With regard to the civil service, lie 
had been a civil servant himself, and 
thought that a great deal of the criti- 
cism was unfair and unnecessary. He 
thought that it would be advisable when 
the House meets .to appoint a committee 
to look into the matter and report-to 
the House. In 1S78 the same thing was 
done, and the result was most satisfac- 
tory to the country. Mr. Tooley re- 
marked that civil servants received no 
pensions and for that reason were dc- 
serviug of a good deal of considera- 
tion. He remarked that it was a hard 
matter after routine life like a civil ser- 
vice man found it had work to throw 
it off when his usefulness ceased. 

Regarding fish traps, the late govern- 
ment was strongly in favor of granting 
traps, and Mr. Tooley himself was 
equally in favor and should exert his in- 
fluence to getting them. He had headed 
tlio petition to Ottawa, which had been 
disregarded there, thanks to the efforts 
of Mr. Aulay Morrison, M. T. for New 
Westminster. It was not the 'Conserva- 
tive party but the Liberal government 
which had disallowed fisli traps. Re- 
garding the statement of his opponent 
to the effect that he had used co- 
ercion regarding voting for him, it was 
absolutely untrue, and he challenged 
anybody in the room to bring forward 
any case of such. 

Mr. McDowall outlined the fish trap 
subject very fully, explaining that the 
full onus rested on the Dominion gov- 
ernment. He paid a glowing tribute to 
Mr. Tooley, complimenting the elector-; 
ate on having such a candidate. He 
stated that only by having a stable gov- 
ernment could the province ever get to 
the top of the wave prosperity. There 
had been six premiers in the province 
in Jive years, and such changes had told 
heavily against the country in the minds 
of the outside financial word, mid he 
gave a strong plea to the electors pres- 
ent to support -Mr. Tooley, and through 
him good, stable government, and thus 
restore the province to the good graces 
of the great financial centres. 

Mr. Matson considered it an honor to 
bo allowed to speak at a meeting held 
in Mr. Tooley's interest and under the 
direction of Chairman Miller. He spoke 
very highly of Tremier MeBride and 
his colleagues, and paid the highest tri- 
bute to Mr. MeBride's action when he 
resigned his appointment as commission- 
er of lands and works during the Duiis- 
inuir administration, lie scored Sena- 
tor Teniplenian regarding the issuance 
of foreshore rights, and stated that the 
ouiy ones he advocated were for per- 
sonal friends of his own and people di- 
rectly connected with him. He advo- 
cated the establishment of a copper re- 
finery on Vancouver Island, stating that 
such an institution would s ive $1,400.- 
000 annually to the province. This rc- 
linerv, he argued, could easily he nnaii- 
ced should it he brought to the not ce 
of the legislature, and he asked Mr. 
Tooley to lake the matter up when tlie 
House mecs should he be elected which, 
he added, there was no doubt about it 
in his mind, in fact, he doubted if Mr. 
.Jardine would save his deposit. Copper, 
Mr. Matson stated, Was listed at New 
Xork at fourteen cents a pound, refin- 
ery charges and transportation cost the 
mine operator six cents, leaving only 
eight cents net.

■AN EYE-OFEINER. 

The astute and eager German appar- 
ently proposes to take a hand in the pol- 
itics of tireat Britain. A letter from a 
■German to a correspondent in Hamburg 
is published by the .London Daily (Ex- 
press which vouches for Its authenticity. 
The letter literally translated reads: 
"Germany has arrived probalbly at the 
most ■critical moment in Uer history, and 
the next few years will decide whether 
she will fill the foremost place in the 
world to winch she is entitled or sink to 
the rank of n secondary state. Our 
population in increasing at an average 
rate oil 817,455 souls per annum, and, 
according to ISchmoUer and others, tlio 
population of the empire will within a 
•century rise to about 150,000,000 if not 
more. Even if our justified wishes 
should 'lie fulfilled, and if Germany 
should in course of time absorb 'Holland, 
(Austria, and parts of Switzerland, there 
.will, nevertheless, lie no room for these 
a50,000,000 Germans in Kurope. Con 
sequently, wo shall only succeed in bene 
(firing Anglo-Saxon nations with our 
emigrants, who will still (be the welcome 
eulturdunger (manure of civilisation?) as 
heretofore. Being too weak in num- 
bers Germany will play a modest part 
an tho world' compared to the Angio- 
ISaxan mammoth countries and Ilussia. 
The tendency for protection which is 
strengthening everywhere threatens us 
with the extinction of our industries, 
(which, as long as they require the raw 
product raised by foreign nations, uTe 
at tlio mercy of those foreign nations. 
Germany must be self-supporting, and 
must ibe uble to raise her raw products 
In her own colonics. During 1002 we im- 
ported indispensable raw products to the 
value of 2,000,000,000 marks from 
abroad which eomo from nations that 
may become our enemies. From the 
•foregoing It tfoUe-Ws that Germany must 
either have colonies, almost at any price, 
in order to preserve her national great- 
ness and Independence or perish. As all 
lands worth having arc possessed hy 
ether nations (In festen Handen), We 
fcan only obtain colonies by conquest 
,We have no reason to fear war either 
with America or Kussia, but though we 
can defeat either nation, we cannot rec 
ompense ourselves at their cost. We 
cannot wish to abeonb millions of Slavs 
or 'South Americans, nor can wo perma 
Jieutly occupy part of the United Suites 
sea (border notwithstanding the defects 
of the United iStates army. Therefore, 
is was unwise to provoke the United 
IStates as our policy, unfortunately, has 
done. Only from Great Britain can we 
Jiopc to obtain desirable possessions. It 
is true that her fleet is at present numer- 
ically much stronger than ours, but as 
the size of a fleet is ultimately deter- 
mined by the wealth of tho people, we 
have reason for hope, ifor while Great 
Britain is economically stagnant, or 
rather retrogressing, we are rapidly pro- 
gressing. For instance, British exports 
are admittedly shrinking when we de- 
duct her export of coal, whale our ex- 
ports nro rapidly expanding, as the fol- 
lowing table of our chief exports shows: 



It may often .bo noticed that a com- 
munity, or even a nation, will pick up 
the air of some song, and that it will be 
sung, huiniaed, or whistled by every 
body until it becomes an absession in 
the public consciousness. It may be 
'•Tommy Make Uoora for Your Uncle,' 
or 'Two (Lovely Black Eyes" or "Please 
Go 'Way and Let Me Sleep," or some 
other air, it it catches the public fancy, 
it runs its course, and then disappears 
and is dead. iSo much so, thai oven the 
people who were unconsciously humming 
it morning, noon and night, could not 
even, recall tho air a few mouths after 
the obsession has passed away. Tho 
characteristic of human nature Which 
betrays the curious phenomenon wo have 
just mentioned does not show itself in 
the singing of songs and tho popularity 
of musical airs alone. It shows itself 
also in popular cries containing some 
political idea. Everyone seems to be ex- 
pressing the particular idea at the same 
time. But it is merely the cry they 
have in their ears, and when the obses- 
sion has passed away, the cry has no 
longer any power to awaken a respon- 
sive echo in their minds. For a time the 
cry of an alliance between Liberal po- 
litical opinion and labor economic senti- 
ment reached the dimensions in British 
■Columbia of a well-defined wave of 
popular enthusiasm. There were a few 
men, warm sympathisers with the legiti- 
mate aspirations of labor organisations, 
who stood against such an alliance 
impracticable and based upon a wholly 
improper conception of the functions of 
a political party. Such men claimed 
that a political party must base its ap- 
peal to tho electors of a country not as 
mechanics, or buborers, or farmers, or 
professional men, or employers, but as ( 
they are citizens. They claimed that it j t 
is the 'business of a government to ad- 
minister the separate interests of dif- 
ferent classes as these arc combined awl 
merged in the larger interests of tho 
common wealth; and Unit an nlliance be- 
tween a political party and any one 
set of class interests is absolutely In- 
consistent with the .business of govern- 
ment provided by the supremacy of one 

particular party or rtho other. The 
experience of Canada and of British Co- 
lumbia has proved to them to have been 
in the right.

Although the Pacific Coast has onlv 
been represented nt the Congress meet- 
ings since 1S90 its delegates have always 
been accorded positions of prominence. 
Mr. Ralph Smith, M. P., of Xanaimo, 
was elected President at the Congress 
in Winnipeg iu 1S98, and held that posi- 
tion for four consecutive years, an hon- 
or accorded no other 1'resident; Messrs. 
t!. Hartley, J. H. Watson, J. McLaren, 
of Uosshind; C. Foley, F. Salmon nnd 
others were also given seats on the Ex- 
ecutive. Other British Columbians who 
have represented the Province nt the 
Congress include: J. .D. MdNiven and 
George Coldiwell, of Victoria; J. Wilkes 
of Nelson, and T. H. Twigg, Victoria.

Commission now being held in fLoudou, 
.England, may be transfcrre*.' to Vic- 
toria, Vancouver or Skagway, according 
to a letter received by a gentleman in 
Vancouver from Lymnn P. Duff, of 
Victoria, one of the Canadian counsel 
appearing before the commission in Lon- 
don.

It Is expected that u transportation Qght

will he started In the near future between 
the Hill and Uurrlwau Interests. The 
steumers Milunesotu and Dakota, two mon- 
ster lluers, are being made ready on the 
Atlantic eoust for service between Paget 
hound and the Orient, and the Uurrlnuim 
interests are arranging tor the new liners 
Mongolia and Mtinuaurlu, wUIdh, ore being 
completed for them, to enter opposition to 
tlie big lldll liners. A eoiuolm.liou of the 
southern raJlway systems Is also being 
elleeled to make a through rate ou freight 
Which will enable the southern roads in 
tihe llanrlmau system to flgfot the H'.ll in- 
terests la the north. 

The Cliiuu Commercial Company — the 
new line formed lu Hongkong, vVUJch has 
forced tlie other lines operating across the 
i'acltic to cut rates, may be forced to 
withdraw from the competition. 

OlElclulS of the Pacific Mall, the Occi- 
dental and Oriental Steamship Company 
and the Toyo Klscu Kailshn, as well us all 
shippers wlio are interested in Oriental 
Cranio, are watching with keen Interest 
the fate or fortune that awaits the China 
Commercial Steamship Company at the 
hands of the Mexican government. The 
Mexican goverumeut is expected to decide 
within a few days wuether Chinese labor- 
ers may 1)0 landed without restriction lu 
Mexican territory, and on this decision 
Iraugs the fate of the China Commercial 
Steamship Company. Officials of the big 
traus-i'acltlc steamship companies make no 
secret of the fact that they are hopeiul 
thy Mexican government will stop the un- 
restricted entry of Chinese, for it Is well 
■understood that sue* action by the Mexi- 
can authorities would force the China. Com- 
mercial Steamship Compauy to abandon 
its trans-l'aclllc service and permit the 
restoration of freight and steerage passen- 
ger rates between this port and the Orient 
to ttiefr normal figures. 

The China Commercial Company, which 
carried 1,030 Chinese to Mexico on tlie 
Hint two trips, had Jigurcd on supplying 
about 8,000 or 10,000 laborers 'to the Mexi- 
can Central and Mexican International rail- 
roads, but after the first two cargoes of la- 
borers bad been landed the Mi'X.enu gov- 
ernment shut Us doors temporarily to lur- 
thera Asiatic Immigration, owing to the 
prevalence of payue among the coolies. 
One steamer was held In quarantine about 
a month at 'Maiizonlllo, which occasioned 
a loss of many thousands of dollars to t!he 
company, and subsequent steamers, de- 
prived of the profitable traffic in coolie 
steerage passengers, have been operating 
at great loss. To secure return cargoes 
the company reduced the rate on Hour to 
$1 a ton and the t:iLc on other items of 
merchandise to about, oniHuulf their normal 
figure, while the steerage passenger rate 
to the Orient was cut from ?o0 to $15, nec- 
essitating similar reductions on the sihlps 
of the older lines.
